Local Democrats celebrate senator's acceptance speech

Change was in the air at Denver's Inves- 
co Field at Mile High on Thursday night. 

About 75,000 Democrats from across 
the nation joined together, cheering "Yes, 
we can" and endlessly waving freshly print- 
ed Obama/Biden signs at the Democratic 
National Convention. 

As candidate Barack Obama took the 
stage to accept his party's nomination as 
its presidential candidate, nearly 100 Riley 
County Democrats packed the new side of 
Kite's Bar and Grill in Aggieville to support 
who they referred to as "the next President 
of the United States." 

Mark Andre, third-year student in ar- 
chitecture and co-chair of K-State's Stu- 
dents for Barack Obama, said a long-time 
interest in politics led him to becoming a 
part of the group last year. 

So far, Andre and other group members 
have worked to register voters, a campaign 
of their own they hope will thrive through 
the mid-October registration deadline. 

"Obama has inspired a lot of people," 
Andre said. 

Andre attributes a doubling in turnout 
of younger voters at the caucuses earlier this 
year to Obama's "Change" campaign. Prior 
to Obama's acceptance speech, Andre said 
he hoped to hear Obama speak about spe- 
cific policy statements. 

He said he thought that no matter what 



was said, the speech would be welcomed 
by voters, especially those still on the fence 
about which candidate - Obama or McCa- 
in - to vote for in November. 

Group cheers and rogue hoots and hol- 
lers filled Kite's as myriad flatscreen TVs dis- 
played convention leaders speaking, leading 
up to Obama's 45 -minute speech. 

Political celebrities and everyday Amer- 
icans trekked up the circular blue stairs lead- 
ing to the main stage. 

Roy Gross, a Michigan truck driver, and 
Monica Barley, an Ohio insurance agent, 
fired up the crowd in Denver and at Kite's 
in support of Obama and his recently an- 
nounced running mate Sen. Joseph Biden, 
as well as their constant theme of changing 
America from the ground up. 

The statements Obama made that 
seemed to ring truest in the hearts of Man- 
hattan Democrats gathered included those 
about education, gun control and gay 
rights. 

Obama proposes a $4,000 tax credit to 
all high school students planning on going 
to college and pledged to "keep AK-47's out 
of the hands of criminals." 

"Change doesn't come from Washing- 
ton, change comes to Washington," Obama 
said as he concluded his speech. 

"Powerful - especially in the stadium 
setting," said Alyssa Parsons, third-year stu- 
dent in architecture, as she described her 
initial response to Obama's speech. 

Parsons, who sacrificed precious archi- 



tecture studio time to attend the party, said 
she thinks a lot of work needs to be done in 
America but applauded Obama's rallying of 
the American spirit.

Nice weather improves progress of parking garage construction

The little white trail- 
er sits tucked away from 
the rest of the construc- 
tion site where K-State's 
parking garage will soon 
stand. The room remains 
quiet and vacant with the 
occasional interruption 
by workers coming and 
going between the man- 
ager's office and the door 
outside. 

Through the open 
door stands a long wood- 
en table built into the wall 
while a thick stack of de- 
tailed drawings lay open 
upon it. The drawings are 
plans for the parking ga- 
rage being built in front 
of the K-State Student 
Union. 

Mike Gibson, project 
manager for the parking 
garage, sits at the desk in 
the center of the room ca- 
sually leaning back, smil- 
ing broadly. 

"The tornado did 
kind of impede progress," 
he said, "but we have 
had a stretch of real good 
weather and have taken 
full advantage of it." 

Gibson said they 
would not compromise 
quality for speed. The 
parking garage should be 



done in April, said Dar- 
win Abbott, K-State Park- 
ing Services Director. 

"If the weather holds 
for the next couple of 
days, we'll have some 
large areas of concrete 
poured," Abbott said. 

The concrete areas 
are the floors to the sec- 
ond level of the parking 
garage. 

The first floor of the 
garage will be partially 
underground. There will 
be three stories on top of 
this first floor. 

Abbott said the ga- 
rage was designed to be 
lower than the surround- 
ing buildings so people 
could still see Nichols 
Hall, the Alumni Center, 
the Student Union, Cal- 
vin Hall and Kedzie Hall. 

The completed ga- 
rage will hold about 1,200 
parking spaces. 

In the old parking lot 
that used to be in front 
of the Union, there were 
200 student stalls, Abbott 
said. In the new parking 
garage, there will be 500 
student stalls. Prices for 
student permits will cost 
no more than student 
spaces elsewhere on cam- 
pus, Abbott said. 

Abbott said there will 
also be timed stalls for 
students. The prices for 
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Project Manager Mike Gibson said the Manhattan tornado hindered the construction process, 
but the expected completion date is April 2009. 



meters and student stalls 
are still being considered. 
The rest of the stalls in the 
parking garage will be for 
faculty, staff, visitors and 
meter parking. 

Abbott said the me- 
ter parking for students 
will particularly cater to 
people who do not need 
to be on campus all day, 
Hke student teachers, for 
instance. 

"Just as we did with 



meters, we have a con- 
stituency of students who 
don't have to be here all 
the time," Abbott said. 

Instead of buying a 
permit, those students can 
just pay for a short period 
of time in the meter spots 
in the garage. 

"That's stiU student 
parking as far as I'm con- 
cerned because that's still 
helping that group of peo- 
ple," Abbott said. "They 



don't have any other need 
beyond that." 

Not only will the 
parking garage be func- 
tional and cater to the 
campus's various needs, 
Gibson said he believes 
the structure will look 
nice overall. 

"This is going to be 
one of the premiere park- 
ing structures in the mid- 
west, if not the nation." 
Gibson said. 



Police 
warn 
students 
of scam

At the start of most se- 
mesters, businesses look for 
new and interesting ways to 
profit from incoming stu- 
dents. 

TraveHng salespeople 
especially choose this time 
of year to prey on students 
by going door-to-door sell- 
ing magazine subscrip- 
tions. 

Lt. Kurt Muldrup of 
the Riley County Police 
Department said there are 
often crimes associated 
with these types of business 
people, but it is difficult to 
make the connection. 

Muldrup also said the 
police department keeps 
an eye out for door-to-door 
sales when the department 
knows there will be a high- 
er than usual number in the 
area. 

"We usually do a crack- 
down on these types [of 
crime] at the beginning of 
the year," he said. 

Muldrup said crimes 
like break-ins and thefts 
sometimes follow the sales- 
peoples' visits, but it is diffi- 
cult to make any solid con- 
nections. 

Muldrup also said 
those visited by the sales- 
men should call the poHce 
immediately to report the 
crime. 

Canvassing area neigh- 
borhoods to sell these sub- 
scriptions is not against the 
law as long as the those 
who do so have obtained 
a permit from the City of 
Manhattan. 

The permit can be ob- 
tained in the customer ser- 
vice office in City Hall. 
There is a $15 daily fee, per 
applicant. Year-long per- 
mits can be purchased for 
$150.

Govt, regulation necessary to keep citizens safe 



Editor, 

This is a response to 
Mark Erbacher's opinion 
column on a local smoking 
ban. 

I'll first address his take 
on the petition for the or- 
dinance to eliminate smok- 
ing in places of employment 
and public places. A petition 
is not meant to represent a 
majority of the population 
and force the commission's 
hand, but to prove the ordi- 
nance is desired by enough 
registered voters to put it on 
a ballot, should the commis- 
sion choose not to enact it. 

I understand reluctance 



to government regulation, 
but public health and work- 
er safety are definitely areas 
where government regula- 
tion is needed for protec- 
tion. In fact, that regulation 
already is appreciated by our 
citizenry in the form of reg- 
ulations like those for food 
and fire safety, which all res- 
taurants and bars must ad- 
here to for the safety of their 
customers. 

This is not an attack on 
smokers or businesses; it's a 
simple and free - no taxes 
needed - solution for smok- 
ers and nonsmokers alike 
to socialize and do busi- 
ness together without risk- 



ing anybody's health with a 
substance known to cause 
disease and death. 

Secondhand smoke is 
more than a mere "nuisance" 
or undesirable "smell," as Er- 
bacher described it. Public 
smoking bans ask only that 
smokers take their U.S. gov- 
ernment-classified Class A 
Carcinogens outdoors, away 
from nonsmokers, who - by 
the way - comprise about 
80 percent of the popula- 
tion. 

Many workers desperate 
for well-paying jobs with 
flexible and evening sched- 
ules, like many K- State stu- 
dents, just take what they 



can get. No, we should not 
be their "babysitters," but 
we should care about their 
health as they serve us. 

Public smoking ordi- 
nances covering more than 
half the U.S. population 
have proven to help protect 
workers and the public, just 
as government regulations 
protect people from the lead 
paint and asbestos Erbacher 
mentioned.

Handicap permit system often abused 



Most civil rights laws are put in place 
to help those in need. There are occasions, 
however, when these laws are abused and 
sometimes even backfire against those 
they are trying to help. 

The Americans with Disabilities Act is 
one example of this. There are more than 
140 pages of laws and mandates that busi- 
nesses must follow to accommodate the 
so-called disabled. Some of these laws are 
much needed and help those who are tru- 
ly disabled, but others need to be thrown 
out entirely. 

There are times when it is difficult 
to follow what the government is think- 
ing when its leaders pass a new law or act. 
I disagree with 95 percent of the meticu- 
lously written and dramatically drawn-out 
Americans with Disabilities Act. 

Not only are some of the things writ- 
ten in it simply ridiculous, but often 
abused as well. According to the Post and 
Courier in Charleston, S.C., individuals are 
using handicap placards to park for free at 
meter spots, rather than having to pay to 
park in parking garages downtown. 

However, it is costing the city quite a 
few bucks - more than $1,500 a year per 
stall being used. 

Individuals are not required by the 
city to feed the meters when they have 
a handicap placard, though an alarming 
number of people should not have these 
free passes. 

A vendor quoted in the article said 
he believes about half the other vendors 
abuse the placard system. He said he has 
a lot of friends who can "beat the system" 
with the free passes the ADA hands out. 

"The woman next to me - she's not 
handicapped. If you can unload your 
truck, you probably shouldn't get one of 
those hang tags," he said. 

Another problem is that these hand- 
icap placards are issued to people, not ve- 
hicles. If someone decides to take their 
wheelchair-confined grandmother's tag, 
there is not much the police can do about 
it, unless the person is actually caught in 



the act. 

Sometimes a disabled person could 
drive a different car, but there has to be a 
better way. 

Even more frustrating is 
that one could argue a large 
number of people who do 
have handicap placards 
don't need them at all. 

According to the 
ADA, an individual with 
a disability is an Individ 
ual who has a physical 
or mental impairment 
that substantially lim- 
its one or more major 
life activities. 

This makes one 
wonder, what ex- 
actly are some of 
life's major activi- 
ties? Some exam- 
ples the ADA gave 
are learning, breath- 
ing, lifting, stand- 
ing, sitting and read- 
ing. 

This seems ri- 
diculous. This means 
that a weakling chain 
smoker who is hunched over all the 
time and failed out of school because he 
couldn't read the "Berenstain Bears" series 
could easily get a parking pass that would 
let him park in front of almost every build- 
ing in America. 

After reading that, I was tempted to 
fill out the form to see if I could actual- 
ly qualify for a handicap placard. The only 
other thing you need for one is a doctor's 
signature. 

These are just a few faults I have 
found in the Americans with Disabilities 
Act. The system is being cheated by nu- 
merous Americans, and it's just making 
lazy people lazier. 

Too many people in today's world 
want everything handed to them and 
could care less if it comes at someone 




else's expense. Whose money do you think 
is paying for all of those handicap park- 
ing signs, curb drops, handicap accessible 
doors and vehicles? 

Now, I'm not totally heartless - there 
are absolutely people who need assis- 
tance from the ADA and items like hand- 
icapped placards to get through their day 
and make their lives easier. 

However, the ADA is too lax and too 
vague. If the government is going to keep 
passing some of these laws to help "cre- 
ate equality," they need to get it right or 
at least act like they tried. I don't want 
to lose my parking spot to some dropout 
who never finished ninth-grade reading.

Columnist compares notorious dictator and president 



In the past few years, there 
have been many comments in the 
media about the striking resem- 
blance between President George 
W. Bush and Adolph Hitler. 

For example, a Google search 
for "Bush Hitler" yields about 
628,000 hits. Making compari- 
sons between a sitting president of 
the United States and one of the 
most notorious dictators of history 
is fairly extreme and clearly needs 
supporting evidence. And yet, the 
verdict is clear: Bush is not Hitler, 
but worse. 

This is because Dubya accom- 
plished less than the dictator be- 
fore becoming the national lead- 
er, he succeeded in bringing about 
less change during his time in 
power, and he has inspired much 
less awe in supporters or fear in 
enemies than Adolph. Allow me to 
start at the beginning. 

Bush was the grandson of a 
senator and son of a former U.S. 
president. The youngest Bush at- 
tended college at Yale where he 
was a C-average student, joined 
the Texas Air National Guard rath- 
er than the fight in Vietnam and 
eventually earned an MBA from 
Harvard. 

This degree gave him a chance 
to try out his oil-tycoon ambitions, 
which he gave up to manage the 
Texas Rangers during the 1990s. 

Compare this to Adolph's be- 
ginnings. As a poor boy in Vienna 
who failed several times to get into 
art school. Hitler petitioned the 
king of Bavaria to join the military 
in World War I and received an 
Iron Cross, First Class, in the fight- 
ing, according to "The Rise And 
Fall of Adolph Hitler." 

After the war, he managed 
to become one of the pre-emi- 
nent public speakers in the world 
and led a failed revolution in Mu- 
nich. While in jail, he wrote "Mein 



Kampf," one of the best-known an- 
ti-Semitic books ever published. 
He built the Nazi party from the 
ground up and rose to power. 

When Hitler came into pow- 
er in Germany in 1933, the coun- 
try was in shambles. He changed it 
into a violent, nationalistic, expan- 
sionist and formidable state in only 
six years - a state hopeful for a fu- 
ture with a unified world. 

The German infrastructure 
was radically improved, the mili- 
tary was absolutely dominant, and 
unemployment was brought to 
nearly nonexistent levels. Educa- 
tion was changed to indoctrinate 
millions in the fuhrer's beliefs. 

Major celebrities, like Charles 
Lindburg and Joseph Kennedy, 
voiced their support for Hitler's 
doings. Hitler then proceeded to 
start a war the likes of which has 
never been seen, before or since. 

Bush's rise to office came at 
a time when America enjoyed un- 
questioned global hegemony. It 
certainly didn't involve shenani- 
gans on the level of Hitler's. There 
were no burning buildings with 
crazy Dutch Communists or out- 
lawing of other parties. 

Currently, America is stuck at 
the same boring place at the fore- 
front of the world; that is no dra- 
matic change. Militarily speaking, 
he has so far only managed to in- 
vade Iraq and Afghanistan, neither 
of them world powers on the level 
of France and Russia in the 1940s. 

Yes, there have been some ter- 
rorists apprehended and tossed 
into places like Guantanamo Bay, 
but no rounding up Muslims en 
masse, blaming them for all of 
America's problems, or sending 
them to death camps. Personal- 
ly, I don't mind, but it is much less 
impressive logistically to impris- 
on a few terrorists than to seek out 
millions of Jews, Gypsies and oth- 



er "undesirables" and put them in 
large camps to suffer inhumane 
and degrading punishment for 
their race and religion. 

In fact, the president has been 
quite kind and considerate to 
America's Muslim population, of- 
fering the words, "We're taking ac- 
tion against evil people. Because 
this great nation of many religions 
understands, our war is not against 
Islam, or against faith practiced 
by the Muslim people. Our war is 
a war against evil," during a town 
hall meeting in Ontario, Canada. 

Lastly, there is fear and awe. 
Right now Dubya is running with 
approval ratings in the 20s. Not 
exactly awe-inspiring. 

Hitler didn't have to take polls 
to know his approval ratings were 
100 percent. No one disputed his 
power. In the 1930s, Germany was 
flooded with little hooligans called 
the Hitler Youth, while America 
has yet to see any infestations of 
admiring Bush crowds - marching 



in lockstep or not. 

On the fear front, currently 
Hitler's sympathizers face jail sen- 
tences for either Holocaust denial 
or use of the swastika. 

George W., on the other hand, 
is not greatly feared in America. 
Bush has been painted as incom- 
petent, not fear inspiring. His ac- 
complishments are being elected 
to president, managing a baseball 
franchise and getting the country 
into a war. There are scarier things. 

So there you have it: Hitler 
managed to write a book, build 
an empire, gain the support of the 
Kennedys and become a reviled 
figure all before Bush was born. 

Thus, it appears that the cries 
of "Bushitler!" are off their mark, 
for even Hitler would not be 
friends with Karl Rove.

"I NEVER FALL INTO 
STEREOTYPES" 

Landon Manning grew up 
loving K-State football, so when 
it came time to choose a college, 
he made a relatively straight-for- 
ward decision. How he, a black 
student, became a member of 
Delta Sigma Phi, a traditionally 
white fraternity, though, was a 
bit more interesting. 

"The process is kind of weird, 
because I came down here ini- 
tially for a scholarship offer 
through [Delta Sigma Phi], and 
I met the guys and everyone 
was really cool and seemed re- 
ally genuine," Manning, junior in 
civil engineering, said. 

The Kansas City, Kan., native 
said he considered other frater- 
nities, both traditionally white 
and black, over the summer be- 
fore deciding to join Delta Sigma 
Phi. 

"I just thought about it for a 
while, and thought about all the 
people I met ... and decided to 
join. Everybody's great, I love 
everybody," he said. 

Manning said there was one 
other black man in the house 
when he joined, but that was not 
a large factor in his decision. 

"I really don't consider the 
whole white-black thing. I'm 
making new friends everyday, 
and I've really enjoyed every- 
thing that's happened the past 
three years," he said. 

Though Manning said he 
could have easily joined a tradi- 
tionally black fraternity, he was 
not concerned about others' per- 
ceptions. 

"I know both sides, because 
I have friends in black fraterni- 
ties," he said. "I never fall into 
stereotypes, though. My close 
friends understand, and they 
don't judge me because I'm in 
a [traditionally white] fraternity. 
It's my decision, and they don't 
care." 

Manning, who will join the 



Black Student Union this fall, 
said he thinks the black frater- 
nities have a good relationship 
with other fraternities, but wishes 
more freshmen would focus less 
on color and more on the spe- 
cific organizations themselves. 

"I think it's really a bad ste- 
reotype," he said. "The question 
always pops up from my African- 
American friends, like 'Why did 
you join a [traditionally white] 
fraternity?' I don't see it at all 
that way. It's guys; it's brothers; 
it's great people. I really don't 
see color of skin." 

IN A MAN'S WORLD 

Beth Holste is not quite sure 
why she decided to enter the 
College of Engineering, but she 
said it might have had some- 
thing to do with her upbringing 
on the family farm by Atwood, 
Kan. 

"I've always loved taking 
things apart and figuring out 
how they work," Holste, junior 
in mechanical engineering, said. 
"I grew up on a farm, so when 
you have to fix something, you 



just grab it and fix it." 

A visit to K-State's Engineer- 
ing and Science Summer Insti- 
tute in high school piqued her 
interest further, and when it 
came time to enroll, she picked 
mechanical engineering. 

Holste said she has gotten 
used to people who do a double- 
take when they find out she is 
majoring in engineering, a cur- 
riculum where she said she usu- 
ally expects to see 5 or 10 girls in 
a class of 150 undergraduates. 

"It doesn't really bother me," 
she said. "It was weird the first 
day, but now I'm used to it. I've 
always had a lot of guy friends, 
so I have my group of friends I sit 
with and work with, just like any 
other class." 

Her ease in a field full of tes- 
tosterone served her well this 
summer at her internship at Cat- 
erpillar Work Tools in Wamego. 
As Holste dealt with the entire 
process of making blades and 
buckets for construction equip- 
ment, she would often be the 
only female in the room. 

"It's just a shop full of guys," 



she said. "One time, a whole 
bunch of us walked in, and I 
was the only one any of the men 
already in there said hello to. I 
didn't really think about it until 
later, but it was kind of funny." 

Holste, who has taken a class 
from one female engineering 
professor and was once told her 
professors would always help her 
because she was a girl, said she 
thinks more females are entering 
engineering, but it will continue 
to be a male-dominated industry 
for the foreseeable future. 

"That's how it's been, so I 
think for a while, it's probably 
going to stay that way," she said. 

CALIFORNIA DREAMIN' 

Daniel Lamm never saw him- 
self leaving the sand and surf of 
California behind, but when the 
college puzzle pieces fell into 
place, he packed up and moved 
halfway across the country to a 
state where the temperature dif- 
ference in one day might be the 
difference between seasons on 
the West Coast. 

Lamm, junior in interior ar- 




chitecture and product design, 
considered California Polytech- 
nic State University- San Luis 
Obispo and a community college 
close to home as well as K-State, 
but when Cal Poly did not accept 
him and K-State offered him an 
academic scholarship, he said he 
knew he had found a new plan. 

"It was something I prayed 
about," Lamm said. "I had all 
the requirements that Cal Poly 
wanted, so I was surprised when 
I didn't get in there, but I really 
felt like God was directing me 
here to Kansas." 

Besides one 16-hour visit to 
K-State in the spring of his senior 
year, Lamm had never ventured 
far from his hometown of West- 
minster, Calif., which is in the 
Long Beach metropolitan area. 

"All I knew was Southern Cal- 
ifornia," he said. "My first winter 
was cold and miserable, and my 
friends still laugh at me, because 
when it starts getting into the 50s 
and guys are wearing shorts and 
t-shirts, I'm still bundled up in 
my heavy coat." 

Culture shock abounded, but 
Lamm said he was particularly 
surprised by the racial homoge- 
neity in Kansas, since he came 
from a town that has large His- 
panic and Asian populations 
and a downtown area known as 
"Little Saigon." 

Lamm said he's learned a few 
lessons during his time in the 
Midwest that he will take back 
home with him. 

"I learned a lot about han- 
dling transitions," he said. "Peo- 
ple here are also really nice, and 
it's given me more patience and 
helped me relax." 

The self-described surfing en- 
thusiast, who plays on K-State's 
water polo club team, said the 
water draws him back to Califor- 
nia. 

"I just love to surf," Lamm 
said. "I love it out here, but 
I want to end up back on the 
coast because I have to be near a 
beach. When I'm here at school, 
it's tough."

Preseason expectations worried Snyder; Bishop remains hopeful 



This is the first story in a six-part se- 
ries of archived Collegian articles about the 
1998 Wildcat football team, arguably one 
of the best teams in K-State history. This 
story was written before the Cats' season 
opener against Indiana State. The team had 
high expectations going into the season, as 
they were ranked sixth in the Associated 
Press poll and returned almost all starters 
from the 1997 team. 

MICHAEL BISHOP, CATS BEGIN 1998 
SEASON AT HOME AGAINST NCAA 
l-AA INDIANA STATE SYCAMORES

Finally, after nine months of hype 
and expectations, K-State opens its 1998 
football season Saturday against Indiana 
State. 

On paper, the game is a mismatch. 
After all, the Wildcats return 18 starters 
from last year's 11-1 Tostitos Fiesta Bowl 
champion team, while the Sycamores, a 
Division l-AA team, finished last year 
at 3-8 and couldn't manage a bigger win 
than a 19-6 triumph over Kentucky State 
in week two. 

In reahty, though, K-State football 
coach Bill Snyder has his worries. 

"They're not gonna kill themselves. 
They don't beat themselves. They can 
play good, solid, sound football," he 
said. 

Snyder said his main worry with the 
Sycamores is when they have the ball. 
Offensively, Indiana State will use a tri- 
ple-option attack. 

"If they take 75 snaps in this ballgame, 
we will have to play the option all 75 
snaps. And consequently, that stabiHzes 
your defense and allows for some free- 
dom with the related offense," he said. 

In last season's home opener, K-State 
faced a similar offense against Ohio. The 
Cats were expected to win easily but 
managed only a 23-20 win and gave up 
430 yards in total offense - their worst 
yield in a win during the regular season. 
During that game, the Bobcats gained 
278 yards on the ground, not an unrea- 
sonable total for a triple-option attack. 
However, K-State had to concentrate on 
the option, which opened up the second- 
ary and allowed Ohio to gain 174 yards 
in the air. 

Those passing yards came at key times 
and helped Ohio climb back into the 
game after falling behind 23-0 at half- 
time. 

However, Saturday will be the first 
time the Sycamores execute their new 
system, which could ease the Cats' dif- 
ficulties a little. 



"For the quarterback to make all the 
right choices, it takes a lot of experience, 
so there's some jeopardy to them in that 
regard," Snyder said. 

Defending it still won't be easy. 

"It's hard. There's a lot of responsibili- 
ties with it," inside Hnebacker Jeff Kelly 
said. "If one person messes up, they can 
capitalize on it." 

In addition, Snyder said he isn't tre- 
mendously pleased with how the team 
has performed so far and that he isn't 
sure his team is ready for the season 
opener. 

"I'd Hke to have more time, but our 
players wouldn't stand for it. They know 
they have to play. They want to play," he 
said. "Just like every other team in this 
country, they're anxious to stop bangin' 
around on each other and get on the 
field and play and compete in front of a 
crowd and do all those things. Probably 
more than anything, they want to prove 
me wrong." 

However, the players said they think 
they are ready to play and perform at 
the level that people across the nation 
are expecting. The Cats enter the game 
ranked sixth in both the Associated Press 
and ESPN/USA Today polls and have a 
legitimate Heisman Trophy candidate in 
quarterback Michael Bishop. 

Bishop said he's aware of the expecta- 
tions. 

"We know that we have to score a lot 



of points, because last year against Iowa 
State, we went in and only scored 28 
points, and we dropped in the rankings," 
he said. "A win is a win to us, but I feel 
like we do need to score a lot of points." 

To score points, the Cats used a pow- 
erful running attack last season, and on 
paper it appears they'll be able to domi- 
nate the field on Saturday.

K-State's starter at left offensive tack- 
le is undecided, but if it will be Brian 
Hanley, the Cats' offensive tackles will 
outweigh the Sycamores' defensive ends 
by an average of 102 pounds, while K- 
State's guards will outweigh Indiana 
State's defensive tackles by an average of 
45 pounds. 

Also, the Sycamores' starting Hne- 
backer's average size is only 5 feet, 11 
inches, weighing 209 pounds. 

As far as K-State's passing game goes. 
Bishop said he doesn't have any wor- 
ries. 

"As far as everything that's on film, I 
understand the defense they run. I know 
what the secondary's gonna do, so unless 
they come in with a different game plan, 
we shouldn't have any problems with 
their defense," he said. 

"I don't think we have anything to 
worry about. The biggest thing we have 
to worry about is executing and turn- 
overs. As far as their defense, we have a 
lot of plays that attack their secondary. 
Unless they come in with a different one, 
we should be OK." 

The definition of 'OK' to Bishop, is 
more than the last three-point victory 
the Cats gained against Ohio last sea- 
son. 

"If we execute well and our offense 
puts points on the board and the defense 
creates a couple of turnovers and puts 
them on the board and the special teams 
do a great job, I feel we'll score over 50 
points," he said. "If we do that, we're 
starting off on the right track."

The K-State volleyball 
team plays its first tour- 
nament of the year this 
weekend, and coach Su- 
zie Fritz said it could be 
a strong determinant of 
who will start in place of 
several graduated players 
from last year, including 
libero Angle Lastra, setter 
Stacey Spiegelberg, and 
defensive specialist Lau- 
ren Rosenthal. 

With many starting 
positions still left to be 
earned, Fritz said, if given 
the chance, the tourna- 
ment could be a good op- 
portunity to see how well 
the team's newcomers 
can perform in live-game 
situations. 

"I wouldn't say anyone 
has separated themselves 
from the group so far," she 
said. "Right now, I'd say 
the upperclassmen have 
the upper hand because 
of their experience. 

"We would Hke to play 
several people this week- 
end, but we're not sure 
our opponents will allow 
it." 

Fritz also said soHd 
leadership from anyone is 
vital to the team's success, 
especially early in the sea- 



son, especially with the 
departure of three senior 
leaders from last season. 

"I think having team 
leaders is important, re- 
gardless of who they are 
or how they do it," she 
said. "Sometimes it comes 
from our senior class, but 
other times they're not 
necessarily the most dy- 
namic group on the floor. 
Some girls step up as 
vocal leaders while oth- 
ers lead by example and 
intensity on the court. It 
doesn't matter where it 
comes from." 

Fritz said the Wildcats 
will enter the tournament 
with plenty of early-sea- 
son jitters, but she thinks 
they're ready for competi- 
tion. 

"I think 'anxious' is the 
best way to describe us 
right now," said Fritz, who 
has led K-State to NCAA 
Tournament appearances 
in six of her seven sea- 
sons as head coach. 

"We know we're not 
where we'll need to be 
when conference play 
comes, but it's still early 
and we're coming along. 
We're definitely ready to 
play someone other than 
[ourselves]." 

The tournament, the 
Mortar Board Premier, 



will be in West Lafayette, 
Ind., and No. 25 Purdue 
University will be host. 

The Wildcats, ranked 
No. 14 in the American 
College Volleyball Associ- 
ation preseason poll, will 
take on Tennessee State 
University at 4:30 p.m. to- 
day. K-State will conclude 
tournament play Satur- 
day with a noon matchup 
against the Duke Univer- 
sity Blue Devils, followed 
by a 4:30 p.m. showdown 
against tournament host 
Purdue. 

The Wildcats will re- 
turn to action Thursday 
when they head to Port- 
land, Ore., for the Univer- 
sity of Portland Tourna- 
ment.

Inconsistency 
continues to 
haunt Wildcat 
football team

Since Ron Prince took 
over the K-State football 
program in 2006, the Wild- 
cats' performance - play- 
ers and coaches alike - has 
been about as consistent as 
the weather in Manhattan. 

In Prince's first season, 
K-State fans saw it all: a 
one-point win over Divi- 
sion I-AA Illinois State, a 
stunning upset over No. 
3 Texas, a dismal loss to 
Kansas and an embar- 
rassing Texas Bowl loss to 
Rutgers. 

Spirits appeared to be 
on the rise in 2007. After a 
near upset at Auburn and 
a convincing road win over 
the Longhorns, the Wild- 
cats seemed to be on the 
fast track to their second 
straight bowl game. How- 
ever, the team's fortunes 
slowly began to change. 

After heartbreaking 
losses to Kansas and Okla- 
homa State, the Wildcats 
rebounded by manhandling 
Baylor. With four games 
remaining and bowl eligi- 
bility just one win away, 
it looked Hke K-State's 
postseason chances were 
still alive and well. 

You've probably heard 
the story of the defense's 
collapse, so I'll spare you 
the agony of going through 
it again. Long story short: 
the one win never came. 
What started as a promis- 
ing season ended in disas- 
ter. 

Though the 2006 and 
2007 seasons were hardly 
similar, they both lacked 
any form of consistency. 
One could pick from the 
seemingly endless list of 
excuses: lack of leadership, 
coaching changes, loss of 
motivation. Regardless of 
the reason, the facts are 
indisputable - Prince's ca- 
reer is off to a 12-13 start 
and full of question marks. 

Inconsistency in the 
Wildcat football program 
isn't just noticeable on 
Saturdays. During his ten- 
ure. Prince has continually 
made statements and then 
contradicted them with 
his actions. Let's look at a 
couple of examples. 

Shortly after Prince 
arrived at K-State, he 
recruited quarterback Josh 
Freeman. Prince claimed 
the starting quarterback 
spot would be won in 
practice and that every 
candidate had an equal op- 
portunity to win the job. 

However, former 
Wildcats Allan Evridge 
and Kevin Lopina left the 
program prior to the start 
of the season, claiming 
they weren't getting the 
chance to take any snaps 
in practice. Coincidence? 
You be the judge. 

Another example is 
Prince's scheduling tactics. 
Since his career began, 
he has scheduled games 
against national power- 
houses such as Auburn, 
Oregon and UCLA, claim- 
ing that playing strong 
nonconference opponents 
would help the team im- 
prove. If he truly believes 
that, why would he drop 
Fresno State, a team from 
a non-BCS conference, 
from this year's schedule 
in favor of Division l-AA 
Montana State? 

If Prince wants to 
succeed at the collegiate 
level, he needs to figure 
out his priorities and get 
them in order. The same 
idea applies to his team. 
Consistency is a must in 
a conference like the Big 
12. Without it, the Wild- 
cats will likely be looking 
at another 5-7 season and 
Prince will likely be look- 
ing for another job.

FREE HUNTING PERMITS, 
EXTENDED SEASON 
FOR SOME SOLDIERS 

Free deer hunting permits for 
the upcoming archery season will 
be available for soldiers who will 
soon deploy overseas, said Alan 
Hyneck, Fish and Wildlife Biolo- 
gist at Fort Riley. 

Many soldiers at Fort Riley 
might miss a majority of the regu- 
lar hunting season because of a 
deployment expected in early fall. 
To solve this problem. Fort Riley 
has moved up the archery season 
to begin Monday. 

"Extend [ing] the season for 
soldiers deploying to Sept. 1 gives 
them an extra 21 days to hunt," 
Hyneck said. "The [soldiers] have 
got a lot on their minds. [It's] 
something nice to do for them." 

The extended hunting season 



applies to deploying soldiers only. 
Hyneck clarified that for civilians 
and soldiers not being deployed 
this fall. Fort Riley's "regular ar- 
chery-only season will begin on 
Sept. 22 and end on Dec. 31." 

The extended season at Fort 
Riley only covers bow hunting; 
dates for the muzzleloader season 
and firearm seasons will remain 
the same, according to the Kansas 
Department of Wildlife and Parks' 
Web site. 

This is the first time archery 
season has been lengthened for 
soldiers being deployed overseas. 
The State of Kansas must approve 
all extensions to any hunting sea- 
son. 

The archery season extension 
was "first approved in June and 
got final approval last week," Hy- 
neck said. 

Though the Fort Riley per- 
mits are free, applicants must still 
"abide by state regulations and 
must buy Kansas permits," Hy- 
neck said. 

Hyneck estimated that he has 
already issued 25 deer tags and ex- 
pected 40-50 soldiers to come in 
overall for their free permits. 

Free deer hunting permits for 
deploying soldiers may be ob- 
tained at the Conservation Office 
at Fort Riley between the hours of 
7:30 a.m and 4 p.m.

"Before I arrived at Kansas State Uni- 
versity, the series had a very strong leaning 
toward world-class classical music, and the 
top groups were brought in, and it was very 
successful," Holmberg said. "I'm still going 
to bring in the world-class music artist, but I 
will give more variety to the series."

"I think once I started discovering some 
attractions that I wanted to bring to McCa- 
in, and once I started realizing my vision to 
expand the series by adding more variety, it 
wasn't something that was intentional," Hol- 
mberg said. "I started gravitating toward this 
American theme." 

Holmberg hopes to embrace diversity this 
year in a way that will benefit the students. 

"One of my goals is to expose and en- 
lighten students to as many cultural art forms 
as possible, and that's part of a well-rounded 
education," Holmberg said. "Exposure to 
world-class academics, athletics and art is all 
part of the KSU experience." 

This year, Holmberg is focusing on com- 
munity outreach and student involvement. 
Under his direction, a new position was add- 
ed to the Friends of McCain Board. Becki 
Ronen, junior in trumpet performance, is the 
student representative, attending the meet- 
ings and bringing a student's perspective to 
the board. 

"I think the goal for me is to spread the 
word student-wide on campus on what we 
offer here at KSU - the great music and per- 
formers that we bring and the great student 
rates that we offer - so they can attend in a 
cheap way," Ronen said.

He was taken in the third round of the 1999 NFL Draft by the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers and has spent time with several NFL teams.

him. 

"Honestly, I'm really 
happy for him," Woods 
said. "He came in here 
and worked hard, and I've 
never seen the kid slack 
before. He earned it." 

The youngest of the 
three running backs, Dold, 
said he has created great 
friendships through fall 
camp. 

"We are probably the 
tightest group on the 
team," Dold said. "We are 



all great friends and have 
an outstanding friendship 
trying to make each other 
better every day." 

With the start of the 
season just one day away, 
Valentine said he is ready 
to show Wildcat fans what 
he's all about. 

"I try to play with a 
chip on my shoulder," Val- 
entine said. "If a news ar- 
ticle says I'm too little or I 
don't have the experience, 
I'm going to use it to fuel 
my fire."

Not your ordinary walk-on 

Valentine goes from bottom of depth chart to starter

He was named the most 
valuable player of the 2007 
Mississippi Association 
of Community and Junior 
Colleges all-star game, 
which featured some of the 
best junior-college players 
in the state. But scholar- 
ship offers never surfaced. 

LEAP OF FAITH 

After his time in junior 
college came to an end, 
Valentine, born and raised 
in Baton Rouge, La., need- 



ed to find a place to pursue 
his dream of playing col- 
lege football. He chose to 
journey far from home - 
to join the Wildcat roster 
as a walk-on. 

Coach Ron Prince said 
Valentine took a leap of 
faith to come to K-State 
with no promises of even 
making the team. 

"I think he saw spe- 
cifically the season that 
James Johnson had and 
said, 'Hey, maybe me too,'" 
Prince said. "His spirit 
about him and the type 
of person he is once you 
are around him and get to 
know him a little bit - it 
makes sense to you why he 
would feel that way. He's a 
terrific kid and very confi- 
dent." 

WORKING FROM THE 
GROUND UP 

Valentine has never 
taken anything for grant- 
ed. His teammates rave 
about his work ethic in the 
weight room. Quarterback 
Josh Freeman said Valen- 
tine is the type of guy any 
player would want on his 
team. 

"He's one of the most 
hard-working guys I know," 
Freeman said. "He's a great 
guy. He came up here with 
one goal in mind and that 
was to be the guy, and he 
has taken advantage of ev- 
ery rep he has gotten." 

Valentine said he 
wouldn't be where he is 
today without putting in 
hard work, though at times 
it was overbearing. 

"You can say that as a 
recruited walk-on I had to 
prove myself, and some- 
times I didn't think I would

be able to do it," Valentine 
said. 

When he arrived at In- 
state he was at the bottom 
of the depth chart. But per- 
severance and hard work 
has earned him the respect 
of the Wildcat coaches and 
players. 

"Coming from the bot- 
tom to the top helps you 
appreciate things more," 
Valentine said. "But they 
treat everybody the same 
here so that's why I had 
the chance to do it." 

Valentine caught the 
eyes of K-State fans at the 
2008 Spring Game - when 
he stole the show - dis- 
playing great vision and 
speed while rushing for 
104 yards on 15 carries.

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For defense to shine, K-State needs new pieces to fit together

It seemed like a bad 
nightmare that wouldn't 
end. 

The 2007 K-State defense 
appeared poised to break 
out the trademark "lynch 
mob" sign after strong 
performances at Auburn 
and Texas. 

But those thoughts 
quickly faded in the last 
four games, a stretch that 
saw the Wildcats give up a 
combined 198 points. 

K-State fans hope it's all 
in the past, and the Wildcat 
coaching staff is trying to 
ensure it doesn't happen 
again after making defense 
the top priority in recruiting 
this past offseason. 

Coach Ron Princebrought 



in Bakersfield Community 
College standout Daniel 
Calvin to give his team a 
much-needed playmaker 
along the defensive line. 

Calvin, 6-foot-3 and 310 
pounds, recorded 75 tackles 
and 12 sacks for Bakersfield 
last year, earning him the 
Californian's All-Area 
Defensive Player of the Year 
award. He is listed No. 2 
on the team's depth chart 
at right defensive end, but 
also could see time on the 
interior of the line. Either 
way. Prince is expecting an 
immediate contribution. 

The linebacker position 
could be the strongest and 
deepest part of the team. The 
Wildcats brought in junior 
college players Hansen 
Sekona and Ulla Pomele to 
compete at inside linebacker 
with senior Reggie Walker. 

Prince also signed 
two hybrid linebackers in 
Antonio Felder and Josh 
Berard. Hybrid means they 
can play either defensive 
end or outside linebacker. 



depending on what type 
of defensive scheme the 
Wildcats are in. 

However, Berard has 
been lost for the season 
because of an undisclosed 
injury. 

Anchoring one of the 
outside linebacker spots 
is transfer Olu Hall, who 
sat out all of last season 
because of NCAA rules 
after transferring from the 
University of Virginia. 

Hall, a 6-foot-3, 230- 
pound junior, was ranked 
the No. 1 player in the 
state of Virginia coming 
out of high school in 2004, 
according to Rivals.com. 

The secondary - 
bolstered by junior-college 
transfer Blair Irvin - 
might be the most mature 
positional group this year. 

Irvin, a cornerback from 
Coffeyville Community 
College, signed with LSU 
out of high school. Former 
LSU coach Nick Saban said 
at the time of the signing 
that Irvin had the second- 



most fluid hips of any corner 
he had ever seen coming out 
of high school. 

Irvin, though, elected to 
play baseball rather than 
attend LSU. He was drafted 
in 2002 by the Tampa Bay 
Rays in the 12th round of 
Major League Baseball's 
amateur draft. He spent 
four seasons playing minor 
league baseball before 
opting to return to football 
in 2006. 

Now at 25 years old, 
Irvin is expected to make 
significant contributions at 
cornerback and on special 
teams. 

Sophomore cornerback 
Josh Moore returns and 
should be the cornerstone of 
the Wildcat secondary after 
sitting out the 2007 season 
due to academic problems. 

To put it nicely - the 
Wildcats simply didn't have 
the players last year to be 
good defensively. This year 
should be a different story. 
The pieces of the puzzle are 
in place, and if those pieces

Experienced North Texas could 'Mean' business this season

North Texas will try 
erasing the memory of a 
forgettable 2007 season 
when it travels to Manhattan 
to take on the Wildcats 
at 6:05 p.m. Saturday at 
Snyder Family Stadium. 

The Mean Green is 
coming off a disappointing 
2-10 record, but there is still 
hope for this season. They 
return eight starters from 
one of the best offenses in 



the nation, a fact that's not 
lost on coach Ron Prince. 

"I'm very concerned with 
the game against North 
Texas," Prince said. "I think 
this is a very good team. 

"They return a running 
back that averaged almost 
five yards per carry. They 
return a quarterback that 
threw for almost 2,400 
yards, and he did that as a 
true freshman. 

"They also return a 
veteran wide receiving crew 
that includes four of their 



top five receivers from a 
year ago." 

Running back Micah 
Mosley appeared in all 12 
games last year as a true 
freshman, racking up 461 
yards on 94 carries. 

Mosley scored five 
touchdowns in an offense 
mainly focused on passing 
the ball. 

The signal caller for the 
Mean Green is returning 
starter Giovanni Vizza, 
who last year led the nation 
among true freshman in 



pass attempts, completions, 
yards and touchdowns. 

Senior defensive end 
Ian Campbell will lead the 
Wildcats' effort in trying 
to slow down North Texas' 
powerful offense. He said 
the Mean Green's offense is 
similar to many other teams 
on K-State's schedule. 

"(They have) a lot of 
perimeter stuff, short game," 
Campbell said. "Bubble 
screens, things of that sort, 
and if they have to, they'll 
spread you and go vertical." 



A potent offense isn't 
the only concern for the 
Wildcats. Prince said a 
matchup to watch on 
Saturday is the K-State 
offense going against the 
North Texas defense. 

"I really think the 
X-factor in that whole 
equation on defense might 
be the return of the defensive 
coordinator who had North 
Texas' defense ranked as 
high as No. 3 in the nation 
when he coached there in a 
previous stint," Prince said.

This further reduction 
of spots could cause a large 
number of tailgaters to ven- 
ture across the street into 
the popular grass lot east of 
the stadium and west of the 
Peters Recreation Complex. 
This area can fill up quickly 
and students should arrive 
earlier than usual to secure 
their spot. The gates open 
five hours prior to the 6:05 
p.m. kickoff and spots are 
allocated on a first-come, 
first-served basis.

Valentine, a former 
junior college 
walk-on, and true 
freshman Logan 
Dold, who was 
originally recruited 
as a safety. The two 
will be expected to 
replace Patton and 
James Johnson, 
who rushed for 
more 1,000 yards 
in 2007. North 
Texas allowed 
about 230 rushing 
yards a game last 
season. If Valentine 
and Dold can't 
rush against this 
defense, then K- 
State should worry 
about its 2008 run- 
ning game.
